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Driver admits to 
causing deaths

A DRIVER has admitted 
causing the death of a 13-year- 
old boy and his grandfather on 
the A1307 near Linton. 

Paul Bell, of North Crescent, 
Steeple Bumpstead, pleaded 
guilty at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Tuesday to two counts of 
causing death by careless or 
inconsiderate driving. 

Joshua Bysouth and 66-year-old 
Michael Kidd, both of Stanleys Farm 
Road, Saffron Walden, died at the scene 
of the crash on September 18 last year, 
which happened at the junction 
between Bartlow and Balsham. 

Bell, 47, spoke only to confirm his 
name and offer his pleas, showing no 
emotion as the charges were read out. 

He was driving his silver Audi A3 on 
the A1307 when it collided with Mr 
Kidd’s blue Hyundai Getz shortly after 
12.30pm. 

Both grandfather and grandson were 
pronounced dead at the scene, while 
Bell was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in a critical condition.

At the end of the hearing, Judge Anthony 
Bate told Bell: “You must co-operate with 
the probation service and return for 
sentence on October 5.” 

The defendant was granted bail until that 
date. 

Last year’s tragedy led to renewed calls 
from the local community for changes to be 
made to the A1307 to make it safer, with 
campaigners claiming a project by 
highways chiefs in 2008 which encouraged 
motorists to “Slow Down, Stay Aware and 
Stay Alive” had not done enough. 

Calls for improvements continue, 
including installation of roundabouts, 
reducing speed limits to 40mph and 
introducing more speed cameras. 

In a statement released by Joshua’s 
mother Tracy Bysouth, she said the family 
would make further comment after the 
sentencing hearing next month. 

Meanwhile, Joshua’s former school 
friends from Saffron Walden County High 
School have set the target of raising £10,000 
to adopt and train a cocker spaniel puppy - 
named Josh - so he can become a medical 
detection dog.

Towing could 
solve Illegal 
car parking 


TOWING away illegally parked 
cars was one suggestion made 
by councillors to solve the 
problem on the High Street. 

Residents attending the meeting of 
Haverhill Town Council on Tuesday 
expressed anger at the problem which is 
making life in the town a misery. 

Steve Lomas, of the Parkway Estate, 
said he was appalled that police 
crackdowns were having no effect and 
they should take the matter more 
seriously. 

He said: “People parking on the High 
Street are committing a civil 
disobedience. 

“Sometimes I have been walking 
along the pavement and someone in a 
car will tell me to get off the pavement 
so they can park.” 

Parking is permitted on the High 
Street for licensed blue badge holders 
but Mr Lomas said some were being 
misused. 

Cllr Clive Turner said there was a 
“selfish minority” who parked their cars 
illegally. 

He suggested a scheme that had been 
run in St Ives where an out of town 
towing company would turn up at 
random and remove any illegally 
parked cars over a 24-hour period. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne agreed with the

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principle but said she did not want to 
bring in a scheme that would cost the 
taxpayer more money. 

She said: “This town is not going to be 
more attractive until we get rid of 
illegally parked cars. 

“This has been going on for 25 years 
and it is still on the agenda.” 

Other proposals included putting up 
a bollard at the end of the street to 
prevent cars driving down. 

Councillors said pedestrianisation 
between 10-4pm every day would solve 
the problem of illegal parking more 
effectively than requiring a constant 
police presence. 

Current regulations forbid cars from 
driving up and down the High Street 
between 10am and 4pm Monday to 
Saturday. 

Town Mayor Pat Hanlon said the 
people of Haverhill supported 
pedestrianisation with a petition where 
70 per cent of people were in favour. 

The council voted to try to achieve 
pedestrianisation of the High Street by 
2015.

Dream come true for Aiden and Owen 


A TWO-year-old who was born with 
cerebral palsy got to live his dream by 
acting as a mascot for a local football 
team. 

Aiden Thomas and his twin brother 
Owen acted as mascots for Cambridge 
United for their match against 
Southport on August 18. 

The moment was particularly 
poignant as Aiden, who was born 10 
weeks early, was diagnosed with a 
form of cerebral palsy called bilateral 
spastic hemiplegia last year. 

Mum Vicky Thompson, of Sperling 
Drive in Haverhill, said: “They got the 
boys out with the team and Aiden got 
a nice round of applause when he 
walked out onto the pitch. 

“We were made to feel very special 


while we were there. They loved it as 
they are typical little boys, any 
opportunity to kick or throw a ball and 
they will.” 

Cambridge United contacted the 
family to offer the boys the chance to 
be mascots after a bucket collection 
was held there for the charity. 

Aiden recently underwent life 
changing surgery in St Louis 
Children’s Hospital in Missouri, which 
has allowed him to walk with sticks or 
a walking frame. 

Vicky and her husband Gareth 
Thomas set up the charity Aiden’s 
Footsteps last year which has raised 
more than £33,000 to pay for his 
treatment and care. 

Unfortunately Aiden’s NHS 


physiotherapy sessions have been 
reduced to one a week despite 
recommendations that he receive four 
or five sessions per week. 

Vicky said she was “disappointed” 
by the change and the couple have to 
pay for a private physiotherapist 
which costs £55 per hour. 

She said: “We have applied for 
Aiden to attend the Footsteps Centre 
in Oxford which offers physiotherapy. 

“A three-week intensive course at 
Footsteps is expensive, however we 
feel that some intensive blocks of 
physio will benefit Aiden and help to 
improve his confidence. We will be 
continuing fundraising.”

Single blow leads 
to year’s |all term 


A MAN who carried out an 
unprovoked attack that left 
his victim with a fractured 
cheekbone has been jailed 
for a year. 

Adam Szewczak, 27, had been 
at a cocktail bar with friends 
before he launched the assault in 
Haverhill early on November 11 
last year. 

The victim, Matthew Thacker, 
had his cheekbone fractured by a 
single blow to the face. He needed 
two operations to repair it. 

He also suffered bruising and 
swelling to his face, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard. 

Simon Gladwell, prosecuting, 
said that earlier Mr Thacker had 
been with three other men at Bar- 
Vu in Haverhill to say goodbye to 
a friend who was leaving. 

Inside the bar a verbal 
altercation took place involving a 


group of 10 men. Mr Thacker was 
not among them. 

Mr Gladwell told the court that 
shortly after 2am Mr Thacker and 
his friends were walking back to 
their parked car when they 
became aware of 10 men standing 
nearby. 

The men were from the same 
group that had been inside Bar- 
Vu, said Mr Gladwell, and they 
began repeatedly shouting abuse 
at Mr Thacker and his friends. 

The court heard the victim and 
the others with him tried to 
ignore the abuse but one man 
came over and stood just two feet 
from Mr Thacker, who pushed 
him away with his open palms. 

Shortly afterwards, Szewczak, 
of Harewood Terrace, Haverhill, 
ran across the road and struck Mr 
Thacker in the face before 
walking away. 

Mr Gladwell said that no-one in 


the victim’s group had done any¬ 
thing to provoke the assault. 

The court heard that the 
incident was captured on CCTV 
and resulted in Szewczak being 
arrested. 

Mr Thacker needed operations 
to insert metal plates in his face 
and still suffers ongoing problems 
as a result of the incident, said Mr 
Gladwell. 

Andrew Shaw, mitigating, said 
Szewczak now realised that what 
he had done was entirely wrong 
and he regretted his actions. 

He added Szewczak, who has 
no previous convictions, had 
been with a group of friends and 
acted out of character. 

Szewczak had pleaded guilty to 
an offence of unlawful wounding. 

Jailing him, Judge John Holt 
said the offence was so serious 
that he could not suspend the 
sentence.

‘No excuse for 
breaking limit’ 


ALMOST 1,000 
drivers were caught 
speeding in Suffolk 
during a week-long 
enforcement 
campaign in the 
county. 

Police officers caught 
903 of the 967 motorists 
seen travelling too fast 
during the crackdown 
staged between Monday, 
August 20 and Sunday, 
August 26. 

The remaining 64 were 
clocked by SafeCam 
cameras and fixed 
cameras during the 
campaign which saw 
roads policing officers and 
Suffolk Police’s SafeCam 
vans deployed across the 
county to step up checks 
and enforcement. 

Sgt Paul Ward of Suffolk 
Police’s casualty reduction 
team said: “During the 
campaign our officers 
have been working hard to

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highlight the issue of 
speeding through 

enforcement and 

education and drivers 
should know that there is 
never an excuse for 
flouting the speed limit. 

“Campaigns such as this 
see a heightened 
concentration on those 
speeding in the county but 
our aim is to reduce the 
amount of casualties on 
Suffolk’s roads throughout 
the year and we will 
continue to crackdown on 
those who drive at 
excessive speed.” 

Suffolk Police said there 
were 30 deaths in 28 fatal 
collisions on the county’s 
roads last year and 
speeding was a 
contributory factor in six 
of the incidents. 

The force added 


speeding was a factor in 
almost a third of the road 
deaths in Suffolk in 2010. 

Sgt Ward said: “Thirty 
people were killed on 
Suffolk’s roads last year 
and 20 in the previous year 
and the role speed plays in 
both fatal and serious road 
traffic collisions cannot be 
underestimated. 

“The difference of a few 
miles per hour can mean 
the difference between life 
and death. 

“The faster someone is 
driving, the less time they 
have to stop if something 
unexpected happens. 

“The message is very 
simple - speed limits are 
there for a reason.” 

Suffolk Police said 
speeding was one of the 
‘fatal four’ driving offences 
with drink driving, using a 
mobile phone and seatbelt 
offences. The enforcement 
campaign was led by 
TISPOL, the European 
Traffic Police Network.

on Monday 
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Girl’s stalker 
told to stay 
out of area 


A MAN who stalked a 
13-year-old school¬ 
girl for six months 
has been given a 
restraining order 
banning him from 
the area around her 
home. 

Nigel Proctor, of Girton 
Road in Haverhill, was 
sentenced on Monday at 
West Suffolk Magistrates’ 
Court after he was found 
guilty of harassing the 
girl, at a previous hearing 
on August 2. 

Proctor had pleaded 
not guilty to following the 
girl between March 31, 
2011 and September 28, 
2011. 

But he was found guilty 
at Ipswich Magistrates’ 
Court. 

The 43-year-old was 
given a 12-month 
community order on 
Monday, including a 
supervision order, and 
100 hours of unpaid 
work. 

The restraining order, 
which will remain in 
place until a further 
order is imposed, limits 
him from any contact

with the victim and 
prohibits him from 
entering a part of 
Haverhill or any of the 
surrounding streets 
where the victim walks to 
school. 

Godfried Duah, 
prosecuting, said the girl 
noticed Proctor passing 
her in his car whilst she 
walked to school. 

However, she was 
not worried by it until 
May 14 when she 
recognised him whilst in 
a hairdresser’s on the 
High Street. 

She started to notice 
him driving up and down 
outside her house and 
caught sight of him sat 
reading a newspaper in 
a street. 

Mr Duah said Proctor 
followed the victim to 
school on September 19, 
speeding up as she tried 
to hurry away but always 
remaining a few metres 
behind her. 

On September 28 she 
became very upset when 


she spotted him in Tesco 
and called the police who 
arrested him. 

Mr Duah said: “Due to 
her age the court will be 
mindful that the impact 
on her might last as long 
as she lives.” 

Paul Cammiss, 

mitigating, said the 
defendant’s elderly 
parents live on Lanseer 
Court so he often went 
that way to help care for 
them. 

He must now take a 
different route on his way 
to visit them. 

Mr Cammis said 
during the previous 
hearing the girl had 
agreed Proctor had not 
actually followed her in 
Tesco on September 28 
but had in fact been in 
the shop buying a 
newspaper before she 
arrived. 

Mr Cammis said 
Proctor never addressed 
the girl or committed any 
violence against her. 

The defendant was also 
ordered to pay £300 in 
compensation to the 
victim and £150 in court 
costs.

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Michelle has won her 
big challenges in life

Losing nine stones and getting fit were the next step for a mum-of-two who had already 
beaten stammering and breast cancer. From being obese at 25 stones, Michelle Bonfield 
has now become hooked on charity cycle rides, army assault courses and half marathons. 
Interview by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM. 


M ichelle Bonfield 
sits back in her 
armchair and 
crosses her legs. “I could 
never sit like this before,” 
she says with a smile. “My 
legs were too big. For an 
obese person, even simple 
things like crossing your 
legs, you just can’t do. 

“And I live in trousers 
now. Before I wouldn’t wear 
trousers unless I really, 
really had to. Even during 
winter, people would say 
‘you’ve got a skirt on, but 
you’ve got no tights on!’ 

And I’d be like ‘oh, I don’t 
need tights...’ But I couldn’t 
actually get them on.” 

Mum-of-two Michelle, 
who’s 45, has turned her life 
around. In 2005, she 
weighed a hefty 25 stones. 
Today, after battling breast 
cancer-and then 
becoming hooked on 
challenges like charity cycle 
rides, army assault courses 
and half marathons - she’s 
lost an incredible nine 
stones, and dropped eight 
dress sizes. 

“Fashion-wise it’s 
definitely made a difference 
because now I can go into 


what I call a ‘normal’ shop 
and buy a size 16 off the 
peg, whereas before it had 
to be Evans,” she says. “I’ve 
got a skirt that was tight on 
me - and it’s a size 32. I’ve 
saved it, just to remind 
myself. I’m not going back 
to that.” 

Originally from New 
Zealand, Michelle left home 
at 18 to go travelling. She 
worked as a nanny in the 
States for two years, “and 
then I arrived in England in 
1987 with £33 to my name.” 
She soon found work as a 
nanny in London and, 
when the family moved to 
Reed, near Royston, 
Michelle came too. 

But life hasn’t always 
been smooth. As a child, 
Michelle had a stammer 
that left her literally lost for 
words. “I still have a speech 
problem, but way back then 
it was 20 times as bad, to 
the point where I couldn’t 
even say my name,” she 
recalls. “As a child they 
thought I was actually 
deaf.” 

Growing up, the stammer 
began to control her life: “It 
was that bad that if I went 


into a shop and wanted a 
loaf of bread, and couldn’t 
see it, I wouldn’t ask for it -1 
would walk out. It was very 
embarrassing.” 

In her early 20s, Michelle 
decided to take action and 
went on a two-week live-in 
speech therapy course at 
Hitchin Hospital: “They 
basically took us right back 
to being a baby, and taught 
us how to speak again. It 
really helped me. I still have 
good days and bad days, but 
I know now how to control 
it.” 

At around the same time, 
Michelle met her future 
husband, Bob, in the local 
pub. To begin with they 
were just friends, but when 
Michelle - together with a 
friend from her speech 
course - invited Bob and a 
friend to play tennis, 
romance blossomed. They 
married in 1994: “And we 
haven’t looked back, really.” 
Baby Cameron arrived in 
1997, followed by Rowena 
two years later. 

The family settled in 
Barkway and, in 2003, 
Michelle began her bespoke 
laundry service, Wash Me 


Iron Me. But 18 months 
later, a health scare 
threatened her fledgling 
business - and her life - 
when she found a lump on 
her breast. 

“It was a Saturday 
afternoon, and I was sitting 
on the loo, and I just went 
‘Hmm, what’s that?’ It was 
only the third time I’d ever 
examined myself. I phoned 
the doctor’s surgery on the 
Monday morning and said ‘I 
think I’ve found a lump’. 
Within a month I was being 
operated on.” 

Michelle had a partial 
mastectomy, followed by 
seven months of 
chemotherapy, but refused 
to stop working. “Life had to 
go on,” she shrugs. “I’m a 
workaholic, I know I am. 
Even in the hospital, waiting 
to have my operation, I was 
doing the staff wages. 

“It’s my way of dealing 
with it, and I think that got 
me through. You can mope 
around, but that’s not me - 
I’m too much of a goer.” 

Being a ‘glass-half-full’ 
type of person helped too: 
“When I was going into 
Addenbrooke’s for my

checks, or for chemo, they 
were like’you’re always 
happy’. And I said ‘there’s 
no point being miserable: 
there’s always someone 
worse off than me.’” 

But one thing that did 
really get to her was being 
told that she couldn’t have 
surgery to reconstruct her 
breast. “They said they 
wouldn’t do it because my 
BMI was too high. My BMI 
at that time was 57.6.1 was 
classed as morbidly obese. 
It got me really heated up.” 

Michelle has always 
struggled with her weight. 
As a self-confessed 
workaholic, she’d snatch 
food when she could - and 
it was seldom the right 
kind. “What did I eat 
before? Microwave meals 
and takeaways. And crisps. 

I could eat five packets of 
crisps a day, easily. 

“I grabbed it on the run - 
I didn’t physically sit down. 
I just ate rubbish, like 
donuts. Junk food, 
basically.” 

But during the chemo, 
Michelle made a decision: 
“I saw a photograph of me 
at a business awards, and I 
thought ‘is that really me?’ 
That decided me. I thought 
OK, let’s move on.” 

Because of her illness, 
Michelle was fast-tracked 
to the Obesity Service at 
Addenbrooke’s: “They were 
fantastic,” she says. “I 
thought I was obese, but 
there are some enormous 
people. One day I had to 
take the children with me, 
because it was the school 
holidays, and Cameron 
came out crying. There was 
a lady in there who was in a 
wheelchair, she was that 
obese she couldn’t walk, 
and that frightened him. 

He said ‘Mummy, I don’t 
want you to be like that’.” 

Michelle’s diet was 
extreme: “I was on four 
pints of milk a day, a stock 
cube for my salt, and 
tablets to help with my 
bowels. The only spoon 
that went into my mouth 
was a sugar-free jelly. It 
sounds disgusting, but for 
me it was easy because I’d 
just down my milk as I 
worked. 

“You had to stay on that 
until you lost 10 per cent of 
your bodyweight. They 
gave you three months -1

did it in seven weeks.” 

Michelle was then able 
to introduce more foods, 
and was eventually signed 
off: “and now I eat five 
small, healthy meals a day. 
It could be cottage cheese, 
some nuts, a bit of fish. 
Sometimes I’ll grab a slice 
of turkey and an apple, or a 
banana with some rice 
cakes. Done.” 

Does she miss the crisps? 
“No!” she laughs. “When I 
was in Addenbrooke’s I said 
‘I’m going cold turkey on 
the crisps’. I really rarely 
have them now I just see 
them as junk food.” 

But it’s her new-found 
love of exercise that has 
really transformed Michelle 
- and it all began with a 
stroke of luck. Deciding to 
take part in a Royston fun 
run, in aid of Cancer 
Research, she discovered 
that the highest fundraiser 
was given 12 months’ free 
gym membership at 
Royston Leisure Centre: 
“And that happened to be 
me! 

“I raised £1,400 through 
my Wash Me Iron Me 
clients - they were so 
supportive. So I won that, 
and I went to the gym.” She 
had her first session four 
years ago: “and it gave me 
such a buzz. I’m still 
hooked! I could see the 
weight coming off, and I 
haven’t looked back. I just 
love it - it’s my drug.” 

Deadly serious about 
getting fit, Michelle took on 
a personal trainer, Gemma 
Burge: “and I’m so grateful 
to her because she got me 
into cycling. Three years 
ago she said ‘All right 
Michelle, we’re doing the 
London to Cambridge’. 
Well, give me a challenge 
and I will do it!” Michelle 
entered with a fit friend - 
and beat her by an hour. 

Since then she’s done 
more cycle races, a half 


marathon and three tough 
army assault courses: “I 
absolutely love them,” she 
grins. “In December I did 
the Grim Challenge, which 
is eight miles through mud, 
and it’s fantastic.” 

Yet even though Michelle 
exercises almost every day, 
her weight isn’t coming 
down any further. Do 
people ask her why she isn’t 
smaller? “Yes they do, and I 
don’t know why I’m not. 
They say weight loss is 80 
per cent diet, 10 per cent 
exercise and 10 per cent 
your body make-up: well 
my mum was big - huge. 

“But my argument is, 
there’s a lot of rugby players 
out there who would count 
as obese, but it’s muscle. 
And although my weight’s 
not coming off, I’ve shrunk. 
It’s all been toning.” 

The weight of her excess 
skin doesn’t help: “I hate it - 
it makes me feel 
embarrassed. But I can’t get 
a tummy tuck done on the 
NHS, again because my 
BMI is too high. You’ve got 
to maintain your BMI at 
the normal level for two 
years, which for me means 
losing another four stones. 
So I’ll just keep plodding on 
and doing my exercises, 
and see what happens.” 

So what’s her message to 
others who may have a 
weight problem? “I just feel, 
from a person who’s been 
hugely overweight, that 
there’s no reason not to do 
exercise,” says Michelle. “It 
doesn’t have to cost an arm 
and a leg. Go for a good 
walk to get your heart rate 
up, or buy a cheap bike. It’s 
a chance to get out and 
meet different people -1 
went out cycling with a 
group of friends this 
weekend - or if you don’t 
want to be among people, 
you don’t have to be. I do 
workouts at home as well. 

“I know what it’s like: big 
people are self-conscious, 
and it can be off-putting 
when you walk into a gym 
and see all the bodybuilder 
types. But they’re the same 
as you and me. 

“You will have to change 
your lifestyle to get the 
results - it’ll be a marathon, 
not a sprint. But just get out 
and do it. It doesn’t matter 
what size you are, you can 
exercise. You can do it.”

A COUNCIL leader has said 
he was seriously impressed 
by his visit to Haverhill 
which is part of the same 
government pilot scheme as 
his own. 

Cllr Ron Ley, who is leader of 
Ilfracombe Town Council, paid his

on than I had expected. 

“I liked the look of the High Street 
with the mix of new and old. Talking 
to Anne Gower, I got a sense that the 
authorities work together. People 
are very positive and wanting to put 
Haverhill on the map and make it fit 
for purpose for the 21st century. 

“We are a town with a 12,500 
population, with areas of 
depravation which are relatively 
high compared to the rest of Devon. 

“It is a Victorian seaside town 
which has suffered tremendously 
from the loss of tourism. 

“We are working on quite an 
ambitious, multi-agency project 
and we are on track for it to start in 
April next year. Seeing what people 


are doing in Haverhill shows you 
can really change things and give 
people control of their own destiny. 

“It is not about politicians and 
ego, it is the residents who will 
benefit from this. I am sure that we 
will continue to work with 
Haverhill, so that we can learn from 
each other.”

BASED on a true story, Lawless knocks 
back a drink with three brothers who 
become kings of their close-knit community 
by running moonshine across the state line. 

Set in early 1930s Virginia and adapted 
from Matt Bonduranf s novel The Wettest 
County In The World, Nick Cave’s script 
corrals its fair share of rootin’ tootin’ cliches 
to a fine bluegrass-tinged soundtrack. 

In the mountains of Franklin County, local 
cops turn a blind eye to the illegal activities 
of Forrest Bondurant (Tom Hardy) and his 
siblings Floward (Jason Clarke) and Jack 
(Shia LaBeouf). 

The brothers run a successful bar and 
eke out a comfortable living by trading 
moonshine, made at secret distilleries 
maintained by Jack’s disabled pal Cricket 
(Dane DeHaan). 

But the business empire is threatened 
when sadistic Special Deputy Charley Rakes 


(Guy Pearce) arrives from Chicago on a 
mission to shut down the distilleries at the 
behest of district attorney Mason Warden 
(Tim Tolin). 


As young love blossoms between Jack 
and preacher’s daughter Bertha Minnix (Mia 
Wasikowska), Rakes sets about dismantling 
the brothers’ operation from the inside, 


targeting weak links including dancer 
Maggie Beauford (Jessica Chastain) who 
has recently taken up a position as a 
waitress at the bar. 

For all its dramatic simplicity, John 
Hillcoat’s film packs a hefty punch, explor¬ 
ing the bonds of trust that are tested to their 
limit when the bootleggers are pummelled 
senseless by the long arm of the law. 

Hardy delivers a brooding central 
performance, maintaining his stoic hard 
man image around Chastain’s emotionally 
battered love interest. Flowever, it’s Pearce 
who scorches as a obsessive-compulsive 
bully who hides behind his police badge. 

Gary Oldman is underused in an eye¬ 
catching role as the suave mobster who 
Jack hopes to emulate. 

LaBeouf’s tender romance with 
Wasikowska sweetens Hillcoat’s bitter pill 
but don’t expect a happy ever after. 

When these varmints stray beyond the 
point of forgiveness, death is the only 
absolution.

Shrubs to bring autumn

A UTUMN is almost upon 
us - and as the seasons 
change, rich foliage and 
berries become the focus of 
attention for many gardeners. 

While ornamental grasses and the 
daisy-like blooms of heleniums and 
rudbeckias continue to provide colour, 
it’s important to have some shrubs in 
your border which will provide the li nk 
between the end of summer and the 
beginning of autumn and beyond. 

Indeed, you don’t need to have a huge 
garden with masses of trees to enjoy a 
good autumn show because shrubs can 
provide the rich foliage contrast, 
fragrance and berries to create plenty of 
interest. 

Of course, the most important thing is 
to make sure that you choose shrubs 
which will be suited to your soil and 
situation. Acid lovers such as 
rhododendrons and camellias won’t 
thrive in alkaline soil, so stick to the 


shrubs you know will thrive. 

If in doubt, look at neighbouring 
gardens to see which shrubs are thriving, 
which will give you some clue as to 
what will do well in your own garden. 

Workhorse shrubs include 
hydrangeas, which flower in late 
summer offering large blooms in shades 
of pink and blue before the flowerheads 
change colour to a rich straw-coloured 
hue, maintaining their shape as they dry 
beautifully on the stem. 

The dried blooms can remain on the 
shrub throughout autumn and winter, 


providing a structural focal point in the 
cooler months when much else has died 
down, and protect the emerging leaves 
from frost damage in the depths of 
winter. They don’t need clipping until 
the following spring. 

For continual interest throughout 
autumn and beyond, I’d plump for 
mopheads such as H. m. Madame Emile 
Mouillere, which has white green-tinted 
blooms that flower freely from the end 
of summer and turn pink progressively 
through autumn. 

Hydrangeas like a semi-shaded spot 


and acid soil, so plant them in 
ericaceous compost. 

One of my favourite shrubs is the 
castor oil palm Fatsia japonica, with its 
huge, deep green, tropical leaves all year 
round. It is among the toughest of 
specimens, growing in shade where 
nothing else will survive and it even 
bears greenish white flowers in the 
autumn, which stand out against the 
glassy, palmate leaves. Give it plenty of 
room because it grows to around 1.5m 
(5ft) high by 1.25m (4ft) wide. 

Several autumn-flowering hebes are 



also worth including in the border, such 
as Autumn Glory, which at 60cm (2ft) x 
60cm (2ft) is perfect for the front of the 
border, bearing purple flowers which 
withstand the elements and can flower 
almost up to Christmas. Hebes need a 
sunny spot and reasonably well-drained 
soil but are generally not fussy and don’t 
need pruning. 

Another autumn stalwart is the 
spindle bush (Euonymus alatus), a 
deciduous shrub known for its 
spectacular autumn colour, producing a 
crimson display of leaves. When the 
leaves drop, you can see corky flanges 
running up and down the stem which 
give the plant some winter interest as 
well. 

If you want berries, of course there 
are many obvious candidates including 
cotoneaster, pyracantha and holly, but 
there are others, too, which will keep 
you in flowers, berries, scent and foliage 
all year. 

Viburnum opulus, a compact 90cm 
(3 ft) variety, bears white flowerheads in 
early summer and clusters of glassy red 
berries and red leaves in autumn. 

Other shrubs with colourful autumn 
fruits include the Callicarpa bodinieri 
Profusion, which produces unusual 
purple berries, and Skimmia japonica 
Nymans, which bears bright red berries 
provided a male is planted next to a 
female for berry production. 

Autumn colour shows up best with a 
solid dark background such as conifers 
and evergreen shrubs, so consider this 
when planning your planting.

THE Ford Focus is the world’s 
best-selling single car 
nameplate in 2012, having 
outsold every other model of 
car in the first six months of the 
year. 

Focus became the best¬ 
selling single car nameplate in 
the world, based on global data 
from IHS Automotive. 

According to IHS Automotive, 
the Ford Focus sold 489,616 
units in the first half of this 
year. The nearest competitor, 
the Toyota Corolla, sold 
462,187. 

The Focus also plays a key 
role in delivering a major Ford 
milestone today as a model 
produced at Rayong, Thailand, 
becomes the 350 millionth 
vehicle the company has 
produced in its history. 

“Consider, for a moment, the 
enormity of 350 million 
vehicles,” said John Fleming, 
Ford executive vice president of 
Global Manufacturing. “It’s 
equivalent to producing one 
vehicle every 10 seconds for 
109 years; and, if placed end to 
end, would stretch to the moon 
and back-twice.” 

The Ford Focus first appeared 


in Europe in 1998 and won the 
1999 “Car of the Year” award. 
The current, third generation of 
the mid-size car - launched 
last year - was designed on an 
unprecedented global scale, 
helping to make more 
technologies and features 
economically viable than ever 
before for cars in this segment. 

Key innovations in the new 
Focus include Active City Stop 
low-speed safety system, 
Active Park Assist, Lane 
Departure Warning, Lane 
Keeping Aid, Traffic Sign 
Recognition, Auto High Beam, 
Driver Alert and Adaptive 
Cruise Control. 

In Europe the new Focus is 
available in 5-door, 4-door and 
estate versions. This year, Ford 
launched 250PS Focus ST, 
Ford’s first global performance 
car, and in Europe began 
offering the Focus with the new 
1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol 
engine, which was named the 
2012 “International Engine of 
the Year” in June. A zero 
emissions Focus Electric, 

Ford’s first ever all-electric 
passenger car, will be available 
in 2013. 


MANY young motorists 
now rely on their parents 
to fork out for their first 
car, according to a 
survey. 

In the 1960s, around 80 per 
cent of first-time car owners 
funded their purchase them¬ 
selves, according to the poll by 
insurance company Aviva. 

But now around a third of 
first cars are paid for by 
someone else - most likely by 
mothers and fathers or other 
family members. 

The recent reliance on the 
bank of mum and dad comes 
despite the fact that the aver¬ 
age age for a first car purchase 
is now 25, compared with 21 in 
the 1960s. 

But today’s drivers are much 
more likely (26 per cent) to 
have a new car as their first 
motor than in the 1960s (8 per 
cent), when nearly everyone 
cut their motoring teeth on 
second-hand models. 

In the 1960s, only 6 per cent 
of first-time car owners had 
their motor insurance paid for 
by someone else, while now 
the figure is 21 per cent. 

The poll also showed that 
the most popular first car of 
the last 50 years was the Ford 
Escort, followed by Ford’s 
Fiesta and Anglia.

CAROLINE Maclean was full of pride after 
Great Britain women’s wheelchair basketball 
team suffered quarter-final anguish against 
Germany on Tuesday. 

The Haverhill-based No 4, who was on 
court alongside Stretham’s Sarah Grady, 
could not prevent them losing 55-44. 

“We can be proud of our performance 
against Germany,” said Maclean. 

“But we kind of repeated history because, 
in Beijing, we played Japan and they were 
top of their pool and we lost in the final 
couple of minutes. So I’m gutted it happened 
again. 

“I thought it might be our day today, but 
unfortunately not. 


“The young players have done really well 
and will have gotten used to what it is all 
about. They can only go upwards from here, 
hopefully for Rio. 

“I'm not sure if I'll be a part of that squad. 
I’m hoping I will know exactly how I feel after 
London and I'll have a decision to make.” 

Great Britain pushed their opponents, who 
had topped their pool, for most of the match 
and led 41-40 with five minutes remaining at 
the North Greenwich Arena. 

But a couple of two-pointers in quick 
succession gave the Germans the initiative, 
and they added another moments after a 
timeout called by Great Britain coach, 
Garry Peel.
